Key Wkst, May ■'{.— Senor Joao Marti 
arrived from Tompa at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon. l!y the time the ateamer 
reached her dock nearly "i-ery resi- 
denco and buainesa house occupied by 
Cubans waa gay with bunting and Cu- 
ban flags. RepreaentativoB of sixty revolu- 
tionary lodges, carrying banners and flags, 
headed by a brasa band marched 
to tho dock. Marti when ho land- 
ed was aurroniiilod by thousand,? 
i)[ ciitluKiiaHtH waving their hiita anil 
i-houtin-- " Viva Culia libie ! " He marched 
with the ilelcgales lo tho residence of Too- 
doro l'(!re/,, hia host. There the crowd trod 
over each other for a aiglit or a hand 
chiap from'the man in whom they have put 
t heir trust for leadership. Tho crowd was 
soon dispersed, and then the lo'iders em- 
braced Nlarti, who expects to remain only a 
few days. 

Marti uddres.sed the largest crowd 
of Cubans in Tampa last night that 
was ever gathered there. Marti says: 
" Culia ia ripe for rebellion, every 
new day tho heartn of the revolutionists 
throb more eagerly. Neither tho old 
g( nerutiona, who were experienced in war 
and were excelled, nnr tho new one, which 
has been orosaed in all its natural aspira- 
tions, aro in a mood to suller long the pre- 
sent situation." 

Ho Buys the war ia to be a revolution en- 
tirely in keeping with the dictates of hu- 
manity and practical democracy. On the 
beach .'300 men met laat nigfat and weio ad- 
dressed by prominent speakers who

IncendlarlNiu In null. 

London-, May 3. — Fire started early yes- 
terday morning in the limber yard of Simp- 
son, on Hondon road, in Hull, and the 
llamea spread rapidly to tho dwellings op- 
posite. Eight houses were burning aimul- 
tancoualy and many more were in danger, 
several blocks of business buildings being 
threatened. The whole district was in n 
panic, which required tho united efTorta of 
two gquads of police and a company of 
militia to subdue. Marines landed and 
helped the firemen, and after three hours 
the fire was brought under control. Moat 
of the timber yard was destroyed, four 
houses burned and aeveral others partly de- 
stroyed. There is bnfc little doubt but what 
the fire was of incendiary origin. The

"The latest announcement in con- 
nection with coal mining in British 
Columbia ia to the ellect tiittt a syn- 
dicate has been formed to operate on Mayno 
Island, where strong indications have re- 
cently been discovered. The names of tho 
gentlemen interested are not yet made pub- 
lic, but the head of the enterprise ia Mr. 
W. H. Mawdsley, who is well known to be 
largely interested in the development of 
Mayno Island.

Gladstone Says He is UnwilUngr to 
Interfere With tbe Freedom 
of Adult Labor. 



London, May 3,— In the House ot^Com- 
mons to-day Mr. Samuel Wood<fTjabor 
M.P. for South West Lancashire, and Vice- 
President of the National Federation of 
Mines, moved that tho bill eatabliahing 
eight houra as a legal day's work in the 
mines bo read a second time. Tho Hon. 
Mr. Gladstone commented on the probable 
effect of the measure. He did not believe, 
he said, that a diminution of the output 
would produce an increase of wage. 
All wore agreed, ho aaid, that it waa not a 
party queation, and the Government could 
not bo identifind with it. He waa peraon- 
ully unwilling to interfere with tho freedom 
of adult labor, but; tho preaent case seemed 
to justify an exception to the general 
principles, and, if the majority of the miners 
were in favor of the proposed restriction, 
he would support the bill under reservation 
and would not congent to the extension'bf 
its provisions to Northumberland and Dur- 
ham, where there was a strong opposition to 
the proposed limitation. 

The Premier having been asked whether 
the Government waa prepared to apply the 
same principal of local option to the Gov- 
ernment of Ireland which it was proposed 
to apply to the question of eight hours in 
the mines, reminded the Hnuae that in sub- 
mitting the Iriah Homo Rule bill ho had 
expressed a willingnees to entertain such a 
proposition if Ulater so desired. Tho Gov- 
ernment had never wilhdiawn from this 
position, allhough, of course, it had not 
tried lo give it elFcct iu view of tho disin- 
clination of the people of Ulster to ucjept. 
such a plan. Tho eight hour bill for min- 
ers waa finally passed to a second reading by 
a vote of 279 to 201.

Several promising prospects showing grey 
copper and silver have been located about 
one mile behind tho townsite of Duncan's, 
and several prospectors have made locations 
north and cast of Bremnand'a camp in the 
Slocan. The head of the lake will be the 
outlet for these ores. 

The hydraulic company of Van Winkle 
bar, near Lytton, have not begun work yet, 
being obliged to wait for water until tho 
mountain snow melts more freely. The 
cool weather is delaying mining as well as 
keeping back the grass on the ranges. 

Peter Larson, contractor for the Nelson 
and Fort Sbeppard railway, did not waste 
much time in Nelson, He took a bird's-eye 
view of the situation and vanished. Those 
who accompanied him have an eye on sub- 
contracts, but as yet nothing has been de- 
cided upon. Larson ia not over-oommuni- 
cutive. He has not yet made up his mind 
and has no inclination to give bis views to 
the people. Any details of Larson's plans 
are speculations, and some are wide of the 
mai k. 

That cloud of mystery which for many 
months haa slirouiled the history of tlio at- 
teinpta to dispose of the Silver King mine, 
and which set the whole Province giieaaing, 
give.4 proouHo of being di.-ipelled at last. 
William Hall, H. K Croasdaile, and Secre- 
tary Macdouald, of the Silver King outfit, 
after epeiuliiig several months iu Great 
Britain, are ou their homeward journey. In 
fact they may be e-Vpected iu the course of 
a few days. While these persona have been 
away they have maiulaiueJ a discreet si- 
lence, and neither by word nor [by iinplii;a- 
tion have they given llioae on the outside 
an opportunity to form any idea aa to what 
is going on. Whether they will change 
their policy when plied with i|iie3tion.i from 
their friends is another thine. At any rate, 
the chances of finding out are greatly im- 
proved by their presence. 

George A. ICeefer, (/. K., who has charge 
of the engineering work in connection witli 
the Kootenay reclamation scheme, ia regi.a- 
tercil at the I'hair. In conversation with a 
Miner reporter bo announced that work 
woubl be reaumcd on the great dyke iu a 
few days, as work was only delayed waiting 
tho arrival of some renewals on the big 
dredger which were shipped by way of Bon- 
ner's Ferry. 

When this season's work is completed 
Mr. Keefer expects that fully 12,000 acres 
of rich meadow lands will be reclaimed, 
from the boundary line to Davies ranch, 
The work of last season was also delayed 
from various causes, not more than three 
miles of dyke being thrown up, but this year 
it is expected, when everything ia iu full 
awing, that the dyke will grow one mile in 
lengUieacli month. The formation of the 
hilbi cuts the laud up into a serie.i of 
pockets, and the wcjrk will he coiitiiuicd ou 
this side of tlio river until the inesent dyke 
strikes tlie high ground on one of the hill 
alopea running clown near the river b ink. 

Mr. Anderson, the company's reprcseula- 
live, haa purchased a steam tug in Seattle, 
and will have it alii|)[)ed as soon aa possible. 
It will be regi.itenul aa a Britiah bottom, 
and be employed conataiilly on the work. 
As there ia nothing but cotton woo l on tho 
siiie of tho river on which they are working 
tlio boat will be oiiiployecl cliielly in ferry- 
ing fuel across to t he woiks. A gang of 
Chinamen will be [lut to work within a few 
diiys to do the lough work in conniolion 
with the dyking, aa it is considered tliey 
will stay with the work longer than while 
men. 'The land, when it is reclaimed, will 
be the garden of West Kootenay, as it will 
b.Lve excellent communication with north 
and south,

W. H. Nowton, J. P., Sayward, reports

headquarter, 9ommissari»t - supply store for 
the railroad, '' Ibey siate that at 'least one 
thousand men will draw their supplies from 
and spend their money at Sayward. '

But a few days 
sulhces to cause the primeval forest to re- 
cede before the axe of the land dearer; the 
builder takes his place, in fact crowds him 
out of it, and the eager owner presses his 
stock of goods fast upon the heels of both, 
and busy hundreds rush to buy. 

On every aide the buildings aro lining 
pushed to completion and stores, ollices ami 
dwellings are run up with 11. raiiidity little 
short of inarvelona. 

Navigation ia now open on all sides. 
Capt. 'J'roup, of the K. it. C Navigation 
('u , made the round Irij) from liobaon to 
Revelstoke aeveraUluya ago, and now ilie 
steamer is making regular trips, which, so 
far as can lie known, will not again be in- 
terrupted this season. 

At iiresenl the roads into the minea are 
in a rather bad condition, owini; to the 
apring tluws, but as noon aa the aiiow gets 
a little lower the work of repair and getting 
it shape generally will begin. 

The Kjslo-.SIocan Railroad Co. aro mak- 
ing active preparationa to luish their road 
to coiiipleiiou in the inimediale future. The 
aite for the coin|iany ollices is now being 
cleared and very soon tenders will be ad- 
vertised for. 

The townsite owners are very busy look- 
ini,' iiftcr their manifold interests and their 
ollico ia (■rowded with visitors at all hours 
of the day. There is a well defined ^rumor 
to the ctroot that a wharf large, enough to 
accommodate all possible trafiio, is to be con- 
structed at an early date.

Real estate is still active and a number of 
transfers aro taking place, but the business 
is not quite so brisk as a short time ago. 
Nearly all thoso who have decided to go 
into buaincsa at once have secured locations 
and outside buyers aro waiting for com- 
munication with the surrounding country to 
bo oponeil ao that they may hear more of 
tho place before buying. When the roads 
are opened up into tho back country the 
press of population will bo relieved and all 
kinds of business will become more settled. 
At present everyone ia simply working 
night uud day to get into shupo to accom- 
modate tho great number of visitors to 
which every Bteamer ia making ooDstaut ad- 
ditiona.

Jq view of the inauguration o{ a montlily 
atoarnahip service between British Columbia 
anil Australia, Collector of Customs A. R. 
Milne haa received otiiuial advices from Ot- 
tawa on the Bubjeut, and has now some de- 
sirable information which may be of use to 
those vfho are looking forward to the new 
line as a means of increasing the export trade 
of British Columbia in this direction. The 
official communication came from Mr. W. 
6. Parmalee, deputy minister of the depart- 
ment of Trade and Cuinuierco. Ho advises 
Collector Milne that the two steamers pro- 
poied to be pub on the route are the "Mia- 
were" sod "Warrimaoi'' 3,300 tons gross, tiie 
&rtt named of which will >;ave Auscralia on 
May 11, and is iii6 here on May 31 or June 
I. In order to facilitate trade with the 
British colonies in the Southern seas Mr. 
Parmalee forwards copies nf the tarilTdof tlie 
following, viz: Victoiia, New Souih Wales, 
Queensland, New Zealand, Capo of Good 
Uope and the Orange Free State. These 
are the tariffs issued by the 
" International Customs tariffs Bureau" in 
Brussels, of whioli Canada is a member. 
Already Collector Millie luis received in- 
i|uirie8 as to tlie cu.stoiiia rej^ukuioiis of some 
of the countries iu.m"d. U'licie lie has Ijpou 
able to answer 3^itiaf;iu:orl!y, but in order to 
liave infnruiulion for all iiui re-Hteil, he has 
sent away for a complete list of all foreign 
tariffs, which \\\nn rceeivud will bo ki[it at 
his ollice for public iuapeclion and use 
There are several lines of British Colun.bia 
manufactured goods in which it, is thought 
a good trade could soon bo worked up. One 
of theeo is boots and shoes. At present Aus- 
tralia is supplied i>rincipally from I'.ngland, 
but cheap fieighta from here would doubt- 
less enable Cauadiun manufacturers to com- 
pete on favorable terms, more especially in 
the ndddlo and cheaper grades of goods, 
such ns are in more general demand in the 
colonies. How correct this expectation may 
be remains to be seen, bub Mr. Milne says 
he has no doubt whatever that the ultimat:; 
result will be so satisfactory that at the end 
of the year for which the contract has been 
made it will be found advisable to make the 
line a permanent one. 

THK ItOMUI.ns. 
It was reported on the streets yesterday 
that contrary orders having been received, 
the wrecked collier Roniu'us will after all 
bo obliged to vacate Kainiimalt dock, in 
order that H. M.S. Champion may there bo 
cleaned and overhauled. Those at work 
upon the collier were ordered to suspend 
operations during the day, but Captain 
Devereux, when comn-unicted with by the 
Colonist, could give no information. The 
exact position ot affairs will be made known 
to-day.

BoMoy, May 2. — Music hall was com 
fortably tilled to-night upon the occasion of 
a eulogy to the late Jamea 0. Blaine, which 
was delivered by Hon. W. P. Pryo, United 
States Senator for Maine and a delegate in 
tho Into Republican oonvcntion. The 
speaker said: "Blaine's name was presented 
to the convention, but whether with his 
asacnt or not is not for me to say. I do 
know that two ' months before tho conven- 
tion I spent a pleaaont and agreeable 
two hours at his bedside, and I told 
him I had come as^n envoy from the people 
asking him to be a candidate.

Madrid, May .'i. — A deputation of Cuban 
Senators and deputiea, including several 
autonomists, waited upon Senor Maura, 
minister of colonies, yesterday, to protest 
against the Cuban revolt. The minister re- 
plying assured them the Government would 
not hesitate to make any sacrifice to main- 
tain Spanish rule in Cuba, but that unless 
the situation became worse ho considered 
the colonial army strong enough to conquer 
the rebels. Reinforcements, however, are 
In readiness to depart on the first intimation 
from the Captain General of Cuba that their 
assistance is required. Madrid newspapers 
advise urgent action to put down the revolt 
and declare that national sentiment demanda 
that the laat renmant of the Spanish colonial 
enipiro in America bo kept at any cost. A 
cibinet council was called last evening to 
decide what reinforccnieuta should be dia 
patched to Havana. Four battalions of 
chasseurs in Puerto Rico, two battalions in 
the Canary islands and 5,(X)0 men in Spain 
are held in readiness to proceed to Cuba. 

KiiY Wkst, .May .'i — The Cubiina of Key 
West are astir and brim full of enthusiasm. 
Five hundred inen met on a retired portion 
of the lieach on Sunday night and woro ad- 
dreaaed by prominent speakers, who e died 
for volunteers, at ivhich from SO to lOU men 
men stepped out and pledged themselves to 
fii^ht for Cuban freedom. The Customs 
House force is still guarding the beaeli and 
the United States cutters are reiidy to sail 
at a moment's notice. From all scurcea it 
is learned that "20 men took up arma April 
21 in Iluruea, a province of Santiago, led 
by two brothers namca Sartorius, Bona of a 
brave Spanish general. Marching to Velas- 
00 they were reinforced by SO men having a 
few arms, took provisions from a store and 
proceeded to the coast, gaining reinforce- 
ments along tho way. Tho civil guards of 
Holguin nolili-d the captain general in 
Havana that the uprising was of a political 
character, it is said to be duo to dissatisfac- 
tion over the election of repre-ientatives to 
the Spanish Cortes in March and too excea- 
sivo taxation. Tho forces of the insurrec- 
tionists on April 2S amounted to 1,500 men, 
unusually well armed. 

The Captain-General called a council of 
war on Thursday night at Havana, issued a 
manifesto declaring the Province of Santia- 
go under martial law, and offering pardon to 
all who lay down arms in eight days, all 
others to be punished as traitors. He or- 
dered the battalion at Tarragona to leave on 
the steamer Villaveide for Jibara, but at 
the hour for sailing on Friday directed them 
to Puerto Pripcipe, where they were to join 
another battalion. Three companies of oav. 
airy were ordered to Jibara. They received 
later orders to go dirtcl; to Manzanillo, in- 
dicating that the insurrectionists are march- 
ing rapidly north, or that tho outbreak is 
spreading. The Spanish I Government was 
in arrears with its Iroop.s, but the Oiptain- 
(ieueral at once ordtrefl payment for three 
months in advance to the troops sent against 
the iusurreelionists. I'his amounted toi^'i.'i,- 
(1(10. He and prnininent generals boarded 
t!ie steamer at the last iiiriinent and urf.;ed 
the troops to <lo t heir duty. He promisiul 
to rowaril idl wl o aided in ipielling the re- 
bellion. The insu'rectionists passed through 
tlie districts of Hidguin and Tunas, and 
took the roail to Canton river, which thiy 
passed on Friday without opposition with a 
forc<! of 2,000 men. 

Wasiii.siiton C'lTV, .May I!. — The Stale 
departmeni, is ignorant oliieially of tln^ re- 
ported iuHurrectionary movement in Cul>a. 
Nothing bearing on the subject has been re- 
ceived by tho department from tho Spanish 
legation in Washington for several mouths 
and no recent coinoiunicitions concerning 
the matter liavi! c jine froin United Stales 
diplnmiilie oliicuiis. Assistant Secretary 
.Adee believes that the movement is nnthini,' 
more thim a renewal of the biiiidit syKtcni 
which oilers many opportunities in tlie wild 
and unsettled [lortionsof the islands.

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UARKINQ UP THE WJRONQ TREE. 

The truly good and foolishly benevolent 
Vancouver News- Advertiser is moat solioit- 
OUB for tho honor of tho Province and the 
reputation ot the Govornniont. It shows 
ila sincerity and earnestness liy trying to 
make the people of this Hroviuoe and ot the 
Domioion f;enerally, believe that the Gov- 
ernment deliberately refused to keep tho 
promise they had made to bring down a re- 
distribution bill during tho lato session of 
the Ijogislature. It also professes to regard 
it aa little less than a ciinic to attempt to 
prove from the census returns that the popu- 
lation of the Island is within a few hundreds 
as Urge as that of tho Mainland. This is 
what it says : 

To attempt to make people bolievo— after 
the ample diacuaaion of tlie last few uei.ks 
— that the oenau'i' loturna show that the 
white population of the lalund is witliin a 
fow huu(lreds aa large aa tliat of tho Main- 
laud is so absurd, that, as wc have s^iid, 
audi a thing must be aet down either to a 
wilful attempt at fraud or to bo tho result 
of imbecility so great aa to be almost in 
credible. 

It is most unfortunate that the figures of 
the census will not arrange themselves to 
suit the purposes of the editor of the Ad- 
vjrliser, and almoat as unfortunate that the 
authorities in Ottawa cannot be made to 
apportion and classify the population of tho 
Province in auoh a way aa to sustain bis 
theories. 

The Government had nothing to do with 
milking out tho censua, and they had no 
idfliienco over tho Ottawa officials to whom 
they applied for information. Yet the 
fiKurea of the census and other official in- 
formation were the data on which they 
were bound to base their apportionment of 
the representation of tho Province. Tho 
Government in their calculations did not 
iiiaku any ^ueaaea, nor did they act upon 
liypotheaes of their own construction. 

Unfortunately the census does not distin- 
guish between Indians and other natives of 
British Columbia. But it was necessary to 
find out how many Indians there are in the 
Province and where they reside. It will bo 
seen liy the foUowiiif; extract from a I'arlia. 
lanntary return that tho Finance Minister 
ai>i)lied to the propel authority for the in- 
f )cniation needed by the Government. Tho 
Mr. Lowe to whom the telegrams were ad- 
droasod is the Deputy Minister of Agrioul- 
tr«ro :

VVliat wo want to know is, did Mr. J. 
Lowe, Deputy Minister of Agriculture, 
when ha informed the Hon. Mr. Turner 
(hit the white population of the Island ia 
"Within a few hundreds aa large as that of 
the Mainland, make a etatemout "ao ab- 
surd" that it '.'must bo set down to wilful 



attempt at fraud or to the result of 
imbecility so great as to be al- 
most incrediblo " ! Aa it was Mr. 
Lowe who did this, and not :iny 
member of the Government or any of their 
supporters, he must "feel obliged to the 
News-Advertiser for the compliment. When 
Jilr. Lowe informed tho Finance Minister 
that the population of tho Mainland is only 
921 greater than that of the Island, ho cer- 
tainly had no idea of doccivinp anyone, «nd 
wo venture to say that none of those who 
have done business with Mr. Lowe will set 
him downaa wanting in intellectual force. 
Imbeciles or nieu whoao integrity ia open to 
question do not generally rise by merit and 
force of character to the highest places 
in the civil service of the Dominion. It is 
quite evident that the News-Advortiaer 
forgot the existence of the I'ar- 
liamentary return from which wo 
have ((uoted when it denounced in 
such terribly scathing terms those who have 
arrived at conoittsions from the census, 
which it suits it just now to disapprove. 
The truth is that it ia tho Governmeut and 
its supporters who in tliis discusaiou refer 
to authoritative figures. Their opponents 
draw their coiicluBiona from Bourcea which 
aro not authoritative, and which may be, 
and most probably are, wholly nnreliablc. 
The state of uncertainty in which tho whole 
subject was in during tho session of the 
Houao, and in which it atill is, is auiplo 
juutilicalion for tho course which the Gov- 
crnmout baa lakoii. 



A FALSE IMPRESSION. 

There ia evidently an impression abroad 
that tho island of Vancouver mul tho Main- 
land of British Columbia aro at dagi;ers 
points. Nothing could be further from tho 
truth than this. There is a sli<{ht agitation 
on the Mainland, but it is, in all probability, 
nothing moro serious than a little political 
etrorvescenco ; but peace, perfect peace, 
roigna on Vancouver Ulaiid. Ila inhabi- 
tants are pursuing tlieir various avocations 
undisturbed. They do not hold meetings; 
they do not sign petitions. On the Island 
the stump speaker is taking a rest and the 
political agitator is looking after his frait 
trees and hia flowers. The inunnur of the 
disturbance on tho Mainland reaches the 
lalandcra but they are not excited by it in 
the slightest, and they look upon 
tliosc who attach any importance to 
it as exceedingly foolish. They believe 
that it will soon die out, and that the 
wisest thing to do is to take no notice of it 
whatever. If, then, there is any fun in tho 
Mainland agitation, tho Mainlanders have 
it all to themselves. The Island, aa the 
saying goes, " is not in it," and at present 
thero is not the least likelihood of there 
being a misunderstanding or an unpleasant- 
ness of any kind between the Uritiah 
Columbiana on the Iiland and tho liritiah 
Columbians on the Mainland for many a 
long day to come. The newspaper men 
and telegraph nows manufacturers who try 
to make the world believe that there is a 
feud between the Island and the Mainland 
of this Province are stating the thing that 
is not, and are expending thdir energy in 
vain. 

SEALS IX THE SOUTH. 

The success of tho liuutors of the fur seal 
in tho Antarctic Ocean will bo an en 
couracccmcut to those who take an interest 
in tho sealing business in the Northern 
Pacific. It was believed by many that the 
fur seal had been exterminated in the 
Southern Ocean. They had, it was aaid, 
been con.plctely destroyed by peltt;;iG a 
ing. This, if lata reports are to be relied 
upon, is wholly untrue. The enterprising 
men who went to the far South to hunt the 
seal saw myriads of the animals and re- 
turned with full fares. No doubt tho seal 
hunting industry will bo resumed in tho 
South and the American mouopoliata will 
find that they are further than ever from 
getting control of the sealskin market. 
We hardly think that any of 
the Great Powers of the world 
will lay claim to the aeala that swim in the 
Antarctic Ocean. If, however, the Ameri- 
cans can catabliah their claim to property in 
the seals that aro found in the waters of 
the Northern Pacific, it would not bo a bad 
apeculation for some enterprising Uritiah 
Columbians to take a voyage to the South, 
plant the Union Jack on some of tho rocks 
near the Antarctic circle and then 
proclaim to all tho world that tlio 
aeala which swim iu those walera are the 
property of Ilor Britannic Majusty, and 
must bo hold aa sacred by foreigners of all 
nations as if every one of them had " V.R." 
br >.nded on its body. Such a claim, for any- 
t.iing that we oan see to tho contrary, would 
ho i)uitc as good as that now up l)y tho 
United States counsel iu the Arbitration 
court at Paris. 



THE IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 

On tho 10th of tho present month tho 
Imperial Institute ia to bo opened, it ia 
said, by tho Queen in person. This Insti- 
tute is intended to represent in a praotioal 
form tho whole of the British Empire. In 
it the visitor will be able to obtain the 
fullest information about any part of the 
Empiro in which he happens to be interest- 
ed. He will theie have access to tho licBt 
maps and tlio fullest and most reliable do- 
cription of it extant, and he will bo able Lo 
SCO for himself what are its productions, 
natural and industrial. The contents of 
the building will be so arranged that 
the visitor can see what hu wnnta 
to aeo and read what lie ile::ifc3 to 
read, without interruption and with- 
out any unnecessary loss of tinie. 
Periodicals from all the eolonica, of 
the latest date, will b8 kept in the Insti- 
tute and will be accessible to all visitors. 
Such an institution has long been a desid- 
oratum in London, tho inlcUoctual as well 
as tho financial centre of the Krnpiie, and 



it was a happy thought which caused it to be 
established aa tho chiuf memorial of Queen 
Victoria's jubilee year. This is what an 
American newspaper, which cannot be aaid 
to be particularly friendly to Great Brit- 
ain,, says of the Imperial Institute : 

The Institute re'preaenta a great empire — 
the 'greatest in area, , diversity and popula- 
tion the earth has over seen. In ita palmiest 
days the Roman. Empire was but a patch 
oompared with the territories in Asia, Africa 
and America olaimed by Great Britain. 
Rome waa'not more disproportionate and 
atom-like In relation to its provinces than ia 
England in relation to ita Indian depend- 
ency and ita colonies. Tho provinces of 
Rome broke away or wore wrested from tho 
conijueror, and, at last, tho empiro Uickerod 
out in th« lapse of centuries. There was 
too much concentration of rule oven for 
those days. Tho British Empire ia founded 
ou the cuuseut of the^overued. In no other 
v,ay could it bo lield togetlier. Canada, 
AuBiruliu, New Zealand and tho Capo are 
about aa indepeudeut aa if they wei o ropub- 
"Ica. Tl-oy liave tlieir own Parliaments, 
their own iiiiuiatries, taxes, tarilla, debts 
and municipal aystenia. 

In thia privilege of self-government lies 
tho strength of tho Knipire. Ita yoke is 
easy and it.s burden ia lii;ht, and tho colonies, 
ao fur from desiring to throw ofl" tliat yoke 
and to got rid of that burden, are trying to 
find out some way by which tho union be- 
tween them and the Mother Country can 
become closer and moro mutually beneficial. 
iV good deal haa boon already (|uiclly done 
iu that direction, and tlie establishment of 
the Imperial Institute will, we have no 
doubt, be one of the means of strengthening 
the desire for a closer union between tlie 
dillerent members of tho Empire, and, it 
may he, of hastening that consummation ao 
devoutly lo bo wished.

THE MARKET PKOBLEM. 



Vvliy Producers autl Jlouselvecpers 
Fail to Use tlie Public 
Trading: Place. 

Organized Effort Miglit Be Useful— 
Tlie Money-Malting CUnese— 
Tlie Weeli'a Prices. 



Tnteroat In the aubject of a public markf.t 
\vas general a few years ago, when, on tho 
strength of a well-signed petition reproduc- 
ed last week in ex-Alderman Holland's let- 
ter to this paper, the City Council set apart 
a tqoare for market purposes and at great 
expense erected upon it a aubatantial build- 
ing, as comfortable and convenient in itaelf 
aa anyone could want. Thia building, 
situate on Cormorant atroet, -v.as set apart 
for the sale of "butchers' meats, fish, vege- 
tables, butter, eggs, cheese and other farm 
produce, together with dry goods, fancy 
goods, etc." The yard adjoining, on Fia- 
gard street, was to bo uaoil " for weigh 
scales and for tho sale of cjittlc, farm pro- 
duce, firewood, etc." The by-law establiali- 
in" tho market waa paaai d by the Council in 
December, 1S91, and there have been two 
amending by-lawa to give greater effect to 
the provisions of the tirat and further en- 
ooursgement to the public to trade on 
the market premiaea, but (ho pulUic do not 
show much dispoaition to take whatever ad 
vantage the market affords. 

There are about sixty slalla, tho rental of 
which rnna from $5.50 to $16.00 per month, 
water tax included. Of these only fonrteer 
are now rented, and tho majority of the oc 
cupants are not thoao one would expect to 
find in a market building. One ia the studio 
of a teacher of painting ; a city hotel makes 
sample rooms of some of the stalls ; the Sal 
vatiou Army have a band room and juvenil 
Hinging class ; the Garrison ttrtillcry hcvo 
an armory, and they and the Knights of 
I'ythiaa lind the hall an excellent place to 
drill in ; and a couple of grain and produce 
meiclianta do a thriving business in handling 
Bome of the articles for which it wua in- 
tended that tho market should bo head- 
(luartcrs. Just at present there ia a mam- 
moth display of carpets, occupying the bal- 
ojny railing on all four sides of the build- 
ing, but iliu.se are Bulv.igo from a wreck, 
bung up to ilry and for inH|ioclion prior to 
8J,lo hy aucliiHi, and the pl-ice ia not regu- 
larly tiaed for tho disipoH.tlof dry goods. 

There appears to be a variety of reaaona 
why the niiiiket has been avoided by the 
larmera, market gardeners, huckatera uud 
housekeepers, for who.so convenience it was 
specially intended. Tho dilliculty appears 
to bo in making a start, the farmera now 
avoiding the place becauao they are not 
not sure of finding buyers, while tlio public, 
on tho other hand, aay it ia no use making a 
trip to tho market building to find little or 
nothing offered for sale. Thia waa tho ex- 
perience of a number of ladies of leading 
households who had been induced to visit 
the: market, at tho special request of tho 
Buperiiifcendeat, and only ceased their at- 
tempt to purchase there after several dis- 
appointments. 

in other cities, where the sale of meat 
and fish is not allowed in the oeatre of the 
town except in the market , atalls, the pub* 
Jiohcveof neccEsity to visit there, and a 
largo patronage is thus aisured .the farmers 
And hucksters, wl»b flock' to the market 



squares in preference to attempting to trade 
elsewhere. Tho butchers hore, however, 
claim that the market stalls as now ar- 
ranged will not a'lford them proper accomo- 
dation, and ferthor aay that tho surround- 
ings of tha market are objec- 
tionable, and that tho Chinese 
cabins will havo to bo cleared ofT tho adjoin- 
ing streets beforo tho iailiea can be asked to 
make the .M.irket their headquartera for tlie 
imrcliaae of meat uud produce. At iiresunt 
tho Chinese market gardeners and peddlers 
form the moat numerous class of traders, and 
they show considerable enterprise and make 
handaomo profits on their dealings there. 
The peddlers are quick to buy up any arti- 
cle of vegetabloa or other like produce, tho 
aupp'y of which ia apt to run abort, and 
they make ready sales from house to house 
at prices double and aometimes threo tinica 
what tho housekeeper would have been 
askod on tho market. It ia thought that an 
organized ilTort, directed by tho Market 
committee or others interested, might have 
tho elFeot of firmly eatabliahiug the Market 
as a.public trading place, and changing the 
steady loss upon the market iuveslnieiit intu 
a substantial profit. 

There are few changea to note in the rul- 
ing retail prioea, and trade in all branches 
ia reported about normal. Grain and feed 
show u tendency to stilFen, but tho only ad- 
vance which can bo quoted is of §2 per ton 
in oats. Flour remains at former figures, 
and tho market is (|uiet. Very fair new 
potatoes, which came from California thia 
week, are aellittg at ."c per lb. Cabbage 
and asparagus are a trifle cheaper, tho in- 
side prices last quoted being now general; 
and green peas are also lower. Apples have 
become very scarce, and the stock on bond 
ia not reliable. Bananas are fairly plentiful 
at from 40c. to 50c. per dozen. Island rhu- 
barb ia coming in in fair (|uantity and is 
cn.dually cheupening. Strawberries have 
been ini) ortct^ in very small ([uantities, and 
are yot obtainable only at tancy figures.

THE ABBITBATION. 

Ur, Coudeit, Connsel for the United States, 
Begins His Arguments, 

P.Mlia, May .'). — At tiie meeting of the 
Uchring Sea tribunal of arbitration to-day 
Hon. John Foater, ogent for the United 
States, informed the tribunal that an au- 
thentic report of the speech delivered by 
James C. Carter, of the counsel for the 
United Statea, would bo presented thia 
week. 

F. R. Coudert, of tho counsel for the 
United States, spoke, giving out the line of 
arguments which he proposed to oiler in 
support of Mr. Carter's, respecting the de- 
fence of tho sealing industry in Behriug Sea 
by tho United States. Mr. Coudert said 
such defence was imperative, and that an 
attack ^on the sealing industry was an at- 
tack on the Uttit«d States. The United 
Slates raised seals at the PribylofT Islands 
in the same sense that Australia raised 
sheep, and it was impossible that the nur- 
ture and culture of seals at Pribyloff Islands 
could exist in common with pelagic sealing. 
The seals on I'r.byluff Islands, continued 
Mr. Cou<lert, weru absolute property, juat 
as cattle and aheep wore absolute property. 

Sir CInirlea Kuaacll, of the counsel for 
Great Britain, hero interposed with the re- 
murk, "certainly not." 

Mr. Coudert aiimitted that proof ua to 
ownership was impossible. Some propoai- 
tiona were self-evident, although tin y eoulil 
not be demon.ftratcd by proof. However, 
when seals were at tho islands they coulil be 
branded and iheir eiira elipptd. The lliiL- 
ish coininis-iioiierH liuil rccogiii/.'id that aeals 
were .-\ luuricaii i)ro[jei !y when they said 
that the guard Wiia inellieicnt to protect the 
seals from raiders. In that statement, tho 
right of tho United States to protect aoila 
within a certain limit was recognized, and 
it waa abaurd lo aay that the United .States 
waa unable to protect aeals outaido of that 
limit. .Seala, Mr. Coudert argued, were not 
_/(:)••' naliinr, Tho Briliah argument was 
not helped by that Latin term. Mr. Cou- 
dert then went on to describe seal life. The 
teal, he Bald, was not a marine animal ; it 
goes to sea only to seek food. The United 
Slates' title to the seal as absolute property 
waa undeniable. The United States did not 
interfere with the freedom of the seals, 
Nvhich existed for peaeefal purposes, and it 
w)ia not wrong-doing on the part of the 
United States to promote instead of imped- 
ing the culture of these animals.

The Old Atlantic and Red 
; Stocking Game Recalled. 



A HISTORICAL BATTLE ROYAL. 




^Con the Veterans of 1870 Be AgAlo Bronglit 
Together?— All but Two Set Alive anil 
TVoll — The Defeat After Stxty-uino 
Straight Tiotorics. 

N THE llth of 
iJuiie, 1870, was 
Ll;iyi.a 'Ah- -iiont 
Jniitablo game of 
'liascbull ill all tho 
liistoi-y of the na- 
tional siiort. No 
other contest on 
tho diamond he- 
fore or sinee that 
day elainied .snch 
widespread attcn- 
tention nor had attached to it such bitter- 
ness oC defeat on tlie one sido or so much 
glory in victory on tho other. 

Tho game was played on the Capitoline 
ground In Brooklyn in the presence of over 
10,000 people. The victors were the At- 
lantlcs of that city. The vanquished wero 
tho until then unconqnered Red Stockings 
of Cincinnati. 

I have re< alled this notable game for the; 
piirjiose of putting on record a suggestion 
broached to mo that an effort should h>' 
made this centennial year to got the mem- 
bers of thoHO two famous nines together so 
far as it is jwissihle and liave them meet in 
tinother contest at CliieaMo on tho 14th of 
Juno of this year, just :y.i years from the 
dat(^ of the famous name. 

'J'he selieiue is not iiiipractic'aliie. .'-Six- 
teen of the eit,'liteeM players who t oolc part 
in that contest are alive, 'I'lu' two missing 
members are Asa lii-.-iiiierd, the not.-iblo 
pitcher of the i!ed Slix'lvin^s, and Ki^'lit 
Fielder McDonald of tlie Atlaiitics. The 
other U> participants in t he t;reat name 1 
have succeeded in locating as foUows: 

Douglas Allison, catcherof the HedStock- 
ings, is a cleric in a government depart- 
ment at W.asiiington. Cliarley (joiiM, the 
first baseman, is a policeman in Cincinnati. 
Charli^y Sweasy, tlie second liaseman, is 
living at Hartford. George Wriglit, the 
nhortston, is in tlie Kpnrting goods busi- 
ness on Washington street, Boston. J''red 
Wattermun, the tliird hasenian, is in Cin- 
cinnati, but what l)iisiiK'ss he follows 
I do not know. Auily il/eonanl, tlie 
left fielder, is living soinewhere in Ohio. 
Horry Wright, captain and center lielder, 
is manager of the Fhiliulelphia Xational 
League club. Cal McVcy, tho right fielder. 
Is a contractor, living near San Francisco, 
Brainerd is dead, but the substitute pitcher, 
Atwator, is olive and could bo used to lill 
out tho nine. 

Of tho Atlantic nine only McDonald, tho 
right fieldtfr, is dead. Robert Ferguson, the 
catcher and captain, is living in Brooklyn 
with plenty of money saved from his pro- 
f(^ssion to maintain liiin without hard 
work. George. Zetlcin, tlic pitcher, is in 
business in liroolilyn, as is also George 
Hall, the left lieldcr. " .leseph St.art , the first, 
basem;iii, lives in I'rovifleiice. Lipm in Pike, 
the second liaseniaii, is in tlie geni lenien's 
ftirnishing goods business in Urooklyn. C. 
J. Smith, the third baseman, is a farmer on 
Lon^ Island. R. J. I'carce, shortstop, is a 
walclimau in a sugar reliiicry in Urooklyn. 
J. C. Cliapinaii, left lielder, is manager for 
tho IhilTalo Biuseball tlnb of the Kastern 
league. The substitute player of this team 
is also living and could take McDonald's 
place. 

If these veterans of lh7(t could bi' brouglit 
together at Cliicago on tlie Mtli of nc-\t 
June, they would be greeted by a crowd of i 
spectators surely not smaller than that 
which saw them piny the great game on j 
the Capitoline grounds in 1870. Of course 
t heir skill with bat and ball has very great- 1 
ly deteriorated in tho fraction les.s than a 
quarter of a century which has passed sinco 
thoy met in Brooklyn, but tho people who 
would go to see them play now would not 
e.'ipec^t to see them repeat tho di.splay of 
iigiliiy .iiiil professional qualities which 
di.stinguislied their work then. 

The Red .Stockings played m games in 
ISC), winning (iS and lieiiig oiu^ with tlie 
Haymakers of Troy, who obji'Cted to a de- 
cisioi; of the timpire and left the field. 
They started out in ISTO fully aware that 
money was being freely spent in i\ numljer 
of cities in an elVort to get up a team which 
could and would reap the glory of giving 
them their fir.-.t defeat, For such .a purpose 
only were the Chicago White Stoc'kings got 
together. And though this team did 8ul> 
setiueiitly defeat tho (.'incinnali visitoi-s 
twici', thus vii l u.'illy giving the great and 
famous (lull its detit hblow, the .\ilantics 
got the credit of checking their vii;torious 
march through the haul. 

If Harry Wright's advice had been t.aken 
at tho time, the d;iy ol humiliation would 
have been postponed. At tlie end ol the 
ninth inning the hcore was a tu'— ;> to a. 
Both captains wore willing to call it a draw, 
but President Champiot) of thoCmcinnatis, 
who was present, called upCaptam Wright 
and instructed liini to play it out. 

So tho Red Stockings went to work again 
and by good liattiiig, aided somewhat by a 
collision between Hall and McDonald, 
Bcored two runs, gi ving them the advantage 
by 7 runs to D. 

WIkmi the At hint ics went to bat for their 
halt of the inniiin, Cajitam Wright became 
aware that lir.uiieid was weakeniu.g. 
Smith led olT with a safe grounder past 
third and imii-.ciilatclv went to third on a 
wild pitch. 1 he crowd ^vas now a great 
mob of dieenng entJiusiasts, and tile scciu: 
aided mati'rially in unnerving lirainerd. 
Joe Start followed binith and .sent the ball 
into the erowil at right field. Mc\ ey 
pushed his way lliroiigU the crowd, and its 
he reached for the ball on the bank a rough 
assaulted him. Tho crowd, however, was 
there to .sen fair play, and the man who in- 
terfered with tliu play was roughly han- 
dled. Before McVey had fielded tho ball 
home Smith scored, and Start was on third 
base. 

yVTien Captain Ferguson camo to lial , Ifio 
faced Brainerd left handed. His evident 
obuict ^vas to evade George Wright's field 
and pull till! ball toward a weaker spot in 
the infield, and as ho batted equally well 
right or left handed this act wos ruoosnizcd 
US' one of good [lolicy. Tho result proved it 
to be so. lie sent the ball bfilweeji .second 
and first, driving home the tleiiig i-uu again 
to tho musio of 10,000 throats. 

Zetlein sent Gould a hot liner wliich tho 
latter stop))cd, but could not field in time. 
He then tried to catcli l''crgiisoii at sccoiui 
b;use. but llirewlow. Sweasy made a bad 
.■mil', and letting the ball get a\Y.-\y from 
him Ferguson scored the winning run. A 
double play immediately afti'rvr.ard ende<l 
the game, and the ti'legi-iph was .soon 
fiashing the news to every part of tho 
United States that the Cincinnati Red 
Stockings after 15 months of uniiitorriipted 
victory had met their Watei-loo.

A report from the ('ity b'.iiginecr re the 
Victoria & Sidney Railway Co., waa jiro- 
sented, but on motion of Aid. Jliller, «eo 
ended by Aid. BraL'i;, waa referred to the 
8]ieoial coimiiittne appointed to iiii|uirc into 
lliin matter. Tliere wua considerable dia- 
cuH-ir.n nr thia matter, and tho veto ivaa 
llicii taken by tho .Mayor. Jta correctness 
was diHpuled by Aid. Munn, who aaked to 
hiivc ii re taken, Jn tho ineuntinie Aid, 
Miller moved that tho Council adjourn. 
There wiis no seconder to tho motion then, 
and Aid. Munn insiated on the vote on the 
City Knyineer'a report beiiig taken usuin. 
Mayor Beaveu refused to do so. Aid. Munn 
then called for the names, hut the Mayor 
declined to take them. He claimed other 
businesa — the motion to adjourn — had Inter- 
vened.. 

Ald. Monn— I think yon have a right to 
tako the namea when I aak f»r them. 

The Mayor— What do yon meaa by 
that ? 

AhD. MuKN— Ivuit yon to -nnderatand

TilH M.woK put the motion, and the 
Council ailjourned in contusion at 10:15 p m.

■.Vii.4 putting on hia overcoat wheu the 
Mayor came in. His Worship aaid : 

" I want you to understand that I will

Aid. Munn reiilicd hotly that he had 
lights in common with other members of 
the Council, and be did not propose to be 
over-ridden by the Mayor. 

" Yon can call it impertinence or any- 
thing else yoti like," he said, "' but I am 
going to stand up for my rights in that 
Couneil." 

Mavor Be.^ves retorted that he always 
treated every member of the board with all 
fairness.
